spite of poor enforcement, in spite of 
bootlegging, in spite of all the crime 
which follows the failure to enforce, is 
today conferring on the people of the 
United States. Neither do I forget 
the moral degradation which follows 
the refusal of law offfeers to enforce 
the law, and of officials and citizens 
to obey it, 

We are prand to call ourselves a 
self-governing people. Hither we are 
just that, and therefore capabie of 
making and keeping whatsoever laws 
we choose, or we are ruled by a few 
thousand criminals who have decided 
that we, the people of the United 
States, do not know our own mind, or 
who propose to repeal the eighteenth 
amendment by ultimatum and run this 
government for their own personal 
profit—the constitution to the contra- 
ry notwithstanding. 

Cites Oath of Office. 

I am an American citizen, and as 
such bound by every consideration of 
loyalty and gratitude to my country 
to stand by its constitution and obey 
is laws. I am a sworn official, un- 
der solemn oath to obey and defend 
the constitution and enforce the laws. 
What is more, every official of every 
township, county, city afid state, and 
of the nation itself, has taken the 
same vath. I have the choice to keep 
my oath, and with it my self-respect, 
or to disregard it. The evidence is 
clear that thousands of sworn offi- 
cials have chosen not to keep their 
oath, and consequently have lost all 
title to respect of any kind as well as 
to the name of Joyal American. 

Wit passes.my comprehension is 
how those who harp upon the sacrea- 
ness of law, who exhaust themselves 
in denunciations of communist, bo)- 
shevist, or anarchist attacks upon the 
constitution, should be so blind as 
not to see that their own repudiation 
of the constitution is a far more se- 
rions attack on Jaw and order and the 
rights of property than that of any 
red. They themselves are actively un- 
dermining he institutions which, to 
hear them talk, you would suppose 
were dearer to them than their lives. 
What folly! How can they choose 
which articles of the constitution they 
will disobey, and yet deny the same 
right to others? 

What we need in law enforcement, 
just as we need it in the administra- 
tion of the conservation policy and in 
Teapot Dome, is clear-eyed honesty in 
government—honesty sv evident that 
doubt will vanish and cenfidence re- 
turn. 

The third great issue before the 
American peojile is the conservation 
of natural resources. ‘The conserva- 
tion policy is so simple and so evi- 
dently right that it was understood 
and adopted by the people of the 
United States more promptly than 
any other great issue ever presented 
to them. In three days the great meet- 
ing of governors held in the white 
house in the spring of 1908 taught 
the American people the meaning of 
the word conservation, then unknown 
in the sense in which we use it now, 
and made it a part of our national 
ideals of government. Since that time 
the public understanding of it and 
the public devotion to it have steadily 
grown. Attacks ujpon it have merely 
left it more firmly established. ‘To- 


‘| day, strengthened by the revelations 


in the oil seandals, the policy of con- 
servation is a more vital issue in the 
minds of American people than ever 
before. 

“Natugal Resources Are for All.” 

So solidly is conservation fixed in 
the public mind that the history of 
the frzht against it is a storv of ¢¢s- 
honored retirements and broken ca- 
reers on the part of its enemies in 
office. An attack on the policy of 
conservation, as the record shows, is 
the most dangerous enterprise that 
can be undertaken by a public man 
in America. 

What conservation means is simply 
this: That ti@great natural resources 
with which our continent is so richly 
endowed should be used for the bene- 
fit of all the people instead of main- 
ly for the profit of a few of the peo- 
ple. The conservation policy 
especially that the natural riches in 
our public lands shall be neither wast- 
ed nor wantonly destroyed, but wise- 


need them now, for the benefit of 
those who are coming after us. 
Policy Is Obvious. 

There was never a policy more ob- 
viously in the publie interest, more 
evidently unattackable except by 
misrepresentation and crooked 
ods underneath. 
employed. The result to him all 
know. But the result to the country 
we shall not know until it appears 
whether or not the navy gets back 
ifs oil. and until what 
side of oil is fully known, 

Forests, waters, lands and 
ols. To all these the conservation 
policy applies. Of late there has been 
added a new field for conservation, a 
nitural outgrowth from what has 
gone before. This is the giant power 
policy, which holds that in the com- 
ing vast development of electrical en- 
ergy from water power and coal, and 
its coming distribution to every fac- 
tory an every home in America, the 
public welfare shall be kept clearly in 
mind. We undertook to regulate our 
railroads after they were builf The 
giant power policy asks us to plan 
out our future electrical system be- 
fore it is built in such fashion as to 
insure both a fair return to its own- 
ers and builders and fair rates and 
conditions of service to the people. 
A stitch in time saves nine. 

As with law enforcement. so with 
eonservation. The American people 
have spoken. The policy is adopted. 
The thing of first necessity now is 
honesty in government, honesty in 
conservation, honesty in 
tion of the law.

tention to his letter, which was put in 
The Congressional Record recently by 
Senator McLean, of Connecticut. Mr.

“The federal income tax act of 
1894 in section 34, reenacted section 
3167 of the revised statutes contain- 
ing secrecy of returns and without 
special opposition, so far as I recall. 
In this connection, it is my _ recol- 
lection that when this act was de- 
clared invalid by the supreme court 
the treasury directed that all income 
tax returns on file be burned, 

Adopted Secrecy Plan. 

“The federal corporation excise act 
of 1909 contained a provision that 
the returns filed in the office of the 
commissioner of internal revenue 
should constitute public records and 
be open to inspection as such. It 
was soon deemed wise in the interest 
of the more successful administration 
of the law to adopt secrecy, with 
the result that an appropriation bili 
which passed congress in June, 1910, 
among other things, provided that 
these corporation excise tax r_turns 
should be open tb inspection only 
upon the order of the president under 
rules and regulations to be  pre- 
scribed by the secretary of the treas- 
ury and approved by the president. 

“The treasury later in the year is- 
sued a regulation, which the presidenr 
approved, restricting inspection of 
these returns yirtually to certain of- 
ficials of the government under cer- 
tain conditions and to stockholder: 
to a given corporation which had filed 
its returns, 


Regulation Is General. 
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returns could only. be d in 
the office of the comm ner of in- 
ternal revenue, This policy of secrecy 
was followed without particular ob- 
jection or complaint until the repea! 
of the law. 

“Wisconsin has the most modern 
ized, successful and comprehensive in- 
come tax law of any state. It con- 
tains a provision requiring secrecy of 
returns. A new progressive income 
tax law of Massachusetts requires 
secrecy except as to the name and 
address of the taxpayer. 

“It will thus be seen frem the 
proven experience of foreign coun- 
tries, of our federal government, and 
of the states, which have the most 
successful revenue-producing income 
tax laws and which have been able 
most successfully to overcome the ob- 
jection of inquisitorialness, that 
secrecy of returns has been found 
essential to this result.”

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Central of Georgia Tells About Its Employes 


Transportation is an essential industry that renders a great and necessary service to 
the country. Therefore, railroad men have a right to be proud of their calling. The 
public apparently has an increasing appreciation of what transportation means to the 
general welfare, but perhaps few people, even those who ship and travel continually, 
understand the care with which railroad employes are chosen. Any person who is em- 
ployed by the Central of Georgia Railway must measure up to high standards phys- 
ically, mentally and morally. The applicant must present a record of previous employ- 
ment and references as to good character. He must undergo an examination to deter- 
mine if he is in sound physical condition. His eyesight and his hearing are tested. Since 
life and property are entrusted to the care of those in train service, the physical exami- 
nation in certain departments is even more exacting than that of the United States Army. 


In addition to being fit physically and above the average in mental attainments, the 
railroad employe must observe high moral standards. For instance, it is well known that 
the rules of the Transportation Department prohibit the use of intoxicating liquor. All 
rules are impartially enforced by those charged with maintaining discipline, and many 
men are now in other employment because of infractions of the regulations that came 
to the attention of the alert supervisory forces. Not every man who enters railway 
service remains there. Those who do continue in our employ are picked men of a 
high type of manhood, They are expected to be courteous at all times, and they strive 
to give consideration to the rights, comfort and conveniences of the patrons of the road. 


It means much to the public to have its transportation affairs handled by efficient, 
loval and courteous employes. The people may ship their property from place to 
place with the assurance that it will receive correct and careful handling, and that the 
employe will endeavor to deliver it at destination in the same good condition that it left 
its point of origin.

Fishing Is Fine, 

Atlanta anglers who have recently 
returned from St. Andrew's bay sec- 
tion report the fishing there excep- 
tionally good and the local tourists 
are looking forward to some fine 
sport. The king mackerel or kingfish 
is now running along the gulf coast 
and biting freely. This graceful and 
toothsome beauty of the ocean is a 
surface feeder and can be seen leap- 
ing from the water as he chases the 
menhaden and smaller fish on which 
he preys. He is caught by trolling 
and puts up! a game struggle before 
he can be brought to boat. 

But the kingfish is but one ot 
many varieties of salt water game 
which attract fishermen from all sec- 
tions to St. Andrew’s bay. Although 
this is not the best season for tarpon 
it is not at all unlikely that one may 
grab at a kingfish troll. Then there 
is the snapper fishing ‘out on the 
banks in the gulf and the huge lanes, 
something like a cod fish, which 
often tip the scales at 50 pounds. 
Sea trout, sheepshead, sea bass, strip- 
ed bass and flounders are other va- 
rieties which will claim the attention 
of Gieorgia anglers.

Declaring that withdrawal of aid 
from the family of EB. J. Bryant, 76, 
of 46 Fortress street, by the Family 
Welfare society, formerly the Associ- 
ated Charities, “was in furtherance of 
a policy of using funds to pay big 
salaries instead of meeting the de- 
mands of charity,” Judge Garland xl. 
Watkins, of the juvenile court of Ful- 
ton eounty, on Thursday issued a 
statement in answer to a recent state- 
ment of E. Marvin Underwood, presi- 
dent of the society, and urged that At- 
Janta citizens demand a “show down” 
from the society on disposition of its 
share of the $600, Community

MUSTARD VERSUS BUNK, 

A home-made mustard paste will ac- 
complish all that any external appli- 
cation can accomplish for any internal 
trouble. That's flat, and it ought to 
save some folks some money—not to 
mention health or time.

ter. A mustard paste has character, 
all right. It should be insistent but 
kind, and not vindictive. Some nurses 
make mustard pastes that are alto- 
gether too diffident and retiring to be 
worth while, and others concoct mus- 
tard pastes which warrant very strong 
language. A timid, vacillating mus- 
tard paste 1s commonly blamed on the 
mustard, while one which seems de- 
termined to mustilate generally draws 
suspicions on the lard or white of egg. 
Mustard flour does vary in biting or 
burning capacity, but as for the addi- 
tion of egg white or lard or any other 
ingredient which purports to prevent 
the paste from blistering, that’s a va- 
riety of bunk which may be all right 
for simple folk. There is no excuse 
whatever for blistering anybody with 
a mustard paste and no nurse who has 
any kind of training will ever permit 
such a thing to happen. Mustard 
Should not be applied to a child's 
chest—use camphorated oil instead. 
To make a mustard paste mix one 
part of mustard flour with four parts 
of wheat flour and enough cool water 
to make a smooth paste that will not 
flow. Spread the paste on heavy pa- 
per about one eighth of an inch thick 
—the paste, not the paper—back it 


-with muslin, doubling the edges back 


over the paper, then warm the finished 
article to a comfortable degree and 
slap it on the right spot. Take a peep 
at the skin under it evey five min- 
utes, and when the skin gets nice and 
red the paste has done all the good it 


/is going to do and deserves to be taken | 


off right away. A few minutes too 
long may blister the patient and blast 
the reputation of the nurse. 

Mustard has two other important 
uses Which warrant a place for it in 
the medicine cupboard. It is useful 
in giving a hot mustard foot bath, 
which, in my old-fashioned judgment, 
is about the best remedy there is for 
home treatment of acute respiratory 
infections of any kind. But I am not 
going to try to describe the h. m. f. b. 
here—whenever I do the nursee seem 
to get peeved and take great pleasure 
in pointing out the glaring defects 
of my method.

Will Try To Avert Closing of 
City Schools. 


Cuts in the city budget to meet the 
slash in water rates and new efforts 
to avert closing of public schools in

Citizens interested in several of the 
public improvements which were pro- 
posed tentatively for abandonment to 
meet the school shortage and the

He said the 
organization had been doing and was 
now doing a great deal of good, and 
that this was its only object. 


Failure by Pupils 
In City’s Schools 
Is Cut50 Per Cent 


Less than half as many pupils will 
fail in Atlanta public schools this year 
as failed last year, it was forecast by 
Dr. Willis A. Sutton, superintendent, 
Thursday afternoon. He estimated 
less than 3,000 failures. 

“We anticipate less than 7 per cent 
of all pupils will fail in one or more 
subjects,” he said, “although an aver- 
age of more than 15 per cent have 
failed in past years.” 

The difference, he said, is attribut- 
able to inauguration of the K-6-3-3 
System, with junior high schools, a re- 
vision of courses of study to fit them 
to the needs and capabilities of the 
pupils, and to “adjustment” classes in 
grammar schools in which pupilg who 
are making low marks during the regu- 
lar school year can be given special 
training in the subjects in which they 
are showing weakness. 

Dr. Sutton called attention to the 
fact that reduction in the number of 
failures reduces the cost to the city of 
educating the child. A failure requires 
repetition of a year at a cost of about 
$55 per pupil. The reduction in fail- 
ures this year will be worth approxi- 
mately $150,000 to $200,000 as.a sav- 
ing of monéy to the department for 
next yeaX\ 

Approval of Dr. R. N. Eubanks’ pro- 
posal for a summer school for pupils 
to make up subjects in which they fail 
during the regular year was voiced by 
the superintendent, but he declared he 
“would not recommend adoption” of 
the companion proposal of Dr. Eu- 
banks to require teachers to conduct 
schools without additional pay, unless 
teachers’ vacations were extended into 
the fall the same length of time that 
they taught during the summer. 

Dr. Sutton stated Dr. Eubanks’ 
estimate that 6,000 pupils vill fail in 
one or more subjects during this year 
probably would be cut in half as a re- 
sult of the innovations. Dr. Eubanks’ 
estimate, he said, probably was based 
on past experience of the school de- 
partment, which justified an estimate 
of 15 per cent failures. 


PERMIT TO BUILD 
SACRED HEART 
SCHOOL GRANTED 


A building permit for the new 
Sacred Heart Parochial school, to be 
located on Courtland street between 
Baker street and Forrest avenue, was 
issued to the Barge-Thompson com- 
pany, engineers and contractors, by 
the city building inspector Thursday, 
and work will be started immediately. 

The structure, which wil] cost $95,- 
000, will be four stories high, and 
built of reinforced concrete, with 
Flemish bond exterior press brick, and 
trimmed in Indiana limestone with a 
Gothie design. The building will be 
absolutely fireproof. 

In addition to 14 well-lighted and 
ventilated class rooms, the school will 
have a large playroom in the base- 
ment, and will be equipped with 
science and commercial departments, 
a library, and every facility for the 
faculty, as well as for students. 

The building is the first step in a 
program which includes an auditori- 
um and other additions to the school. 

The building was designed by 
Pringle & Smith, architects. J. J. 
Haverty is chairman of the building 
committee of the Sacred Heart 
church.

Protest against employment by the 
school department of 120 teachers re- 
siding outside Atlanta limits wag 
voiced by Carl F. Hutcheson, former 


member of the board of education, in 
a letter to Mayor, Walter A. Sims 
Thursday. The mayor declined to 
comment on the protest until he has 
time to investigate. 

The former school commissioner de- 

clared that at least $147,300 a year 
is being paid teachers who have their 
residences outside the city.

To Buy Supply Now ‘ 


The coal situation now is of more 
than usual interest to the public, and 
especially to the Jarge buyers and 
small dealers, as the present price of

Randall, secretary-treasurer and gen-

Mr. Randall, after making careful 
Survey of the situation from the 
wholesaler’s viewpoint, reports that 
Just as soon as prices at the mines 
dropped, the production also fell off. 

The geological survey showed pro- 
duction of soft coal fell from 10,700,- 
QUU tons the last week cf February 
to 6,742,000 tons the second week in 
April. The survey also called atten- 
tion that this is the least amount of 
coal produced in one week since April, 
1921, when production was lowest for 
that year. 

Supply Soon Reduced. 

With 400,000 tons less production 
weekly in less than 40 days’ time, it 
means that what appears now to be 
an abnormally large supply on hand 
will quickly be reduced, if production 
at the mines does not very materially 
bncreise, 

_Another important factor at this 
time is that. British coal owners and 
miners appear to be locked in what 
is one of the most serious wage dis- 
putes in the history of the mining in- 
dustry of that nation. A prolonged 
strike in Great Britain means greatly 
increased demands for coal in this 
country, and an increased export of 
coal will reduce the volume to be 
offered in the home markets. Espe- 
cially will this apply to inland towns, 
as production of coal in England runs 
around 5,000,000 tons a week in nor- 
mal times, and if labor troubles there 
continue any great length of time, 
the withdrawal of production in Ens- 
land will soon make itself felt in this 
country. 


Urged to Buy Now. 

As nearly two months of the coal 
year, which begins April 1, have 
passed with small movements of coal 


impossibility to move later a 12 
months’ supply in four or five months. 
Coal consumers, therefore, are ad- 
vised to get in their winter supply 
while prices are the lowest and while 
it is the least trouble and worry to 
themselves.

Council To Act Monday. 

The committee’s recommendation 
will be submitted to council Monday, 
along with a recommendation from 
the city planning commission that the 
coal company he permitted to develop 
the property for a coal yard and 
warehouse. 

Attorneys Alston-and Moise, repre- 
senting the coal company, told the 
committee the land in question is 
situated in a hollow along a railroad 
track where it ean be used for noth- 
ing except business or industrial en- 
terprise and declared that to restrict 
it to residence use would, in effect, 
be to confiscate its value.

The committee report also 
urged the allotment of the 75-million 
campaign be speedily paid the foreign 
board. A number of impassioned ad- 
dresses were made during the con- 
sideration of the missionary work.

More than 1,000 women from the 
Woman's Missionary union were in 
the vast audience that filled the great 
City Auditorium.
